Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 10 
and 1 1 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse (see the response to 
restriction submitted on January 12, 2006). Accordingly, claims 10 and 11 have been 
cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest either alone or in combination inserting a pin 
connector into the tap unit and connecting the pin connector to the tap unit after two 
individual solder screen printing and solidification steps to a tap unit on two different 
sides of the printed circuit board.
